QuarnyvirLe, Feb. 17.—Phillp Wilson,
of Eden township, died st his home yes-
terday, after suffering ten days from the
grip, aged ninsty-nine.

A sketch of Mr. Wilson appeared In the
INTELLIOENCER On the 30th ult, It stated
that he was born in Alexandria, Virginla
His father and mother were slaves, and
during the early part of his life was also In
bondage. Just after the war of 1812 he was
bought by Judge Whitehill and was
brought by bhim to Strasburg. He drove
cosch for the Whitehills until the judge's
death, after which he lived with George
and James, the only two sons the judge
had, for quite s long while; and when
James moved to Lancaster FPhillp went
with him. They lived there about five
years, when they returned to Siras-
burg, and after living there some five
yoars James died and Philip went out
to Weaverland, where he worked with
one farmer for over twenty years,
when he was married to his first wife.
His employer then helped him io buy a
small farm near White Oak, In Strasburg
townshlp, where he lived for several
years and where he was burned out,
narrowly escaping with his life. After
this he agsin returned to Weaverland.
From there he some Lwenly years ago
bought and moved to the little farm where
he died. He was the futher of seven
children with his fires wilfe; his second
had none. Two of his sons werg killed In
the iste war. He was a man of much more
than average intalligence and plainly shows
that he had been well brought up. Ho was
& good dresser and looked like a gentle-
man of the old school; he always worea
white shirt with high collar and & high hat,
and notwithstanding his age was as
stralght as an arrow. Just after the war
he went South to hunt up his brothers and
sisters, of whom he had a number. But
he found them all dead and only foand a
lot of nephews and nleces.

DIED OF PNEUMONIA.

J. F. Witmer, Owner of the Paradise
Quarry, is Dead.

Joseph F. Witmer, s very prominent citi-
zon of Paradise, died at his home in that
village at noon to-day.
